Vera  was  born  on  December  15,  1897  in  Tay  Falls,  New  Bruns- 
wick, Canada.   She  arrived  in  the  United  States  during  the 
early  1930s  and  lived  in  Groveton  for  many  years  before 
moving  to  Stark  in  the  early  1950s  with  her  husband,  Percy. 

One  of  Vera's  grandaughters  remembers  her  grandmother  sitting 
in  a  rocking  chair  knitting  ankle  socks  for  many  residents 
of  Stark.   Vera  was  well-known  and  loved  by  the  whole  town. 

She  was  also  philosophical  about  life,  saying  such  things 
as  "The  old  must  die  and  the  young  may."   She  is  also 
remembered  as  saying  "You  shouldn't  cry  over  the  death  of 
an  animal;  it  could  have  been  a  child." 

As  the  oldest  citizen  of  Stark,  Vera  was  presented  with  the 
Boston  Post  Cane  in  1985  after  the  death  of  the  previous 
holder,  Wilfred  Cakes  (1896-1985). 

Vera  passed  away  on  March  7,  1994  at  the  aged  of  96,  but 
will  long  be  remembered  by  all  who  knew  and  loved  her.

Members  of  the  Board: 

In  planning  and  performing  our  audit  of  the  financial 
statements  of  the  Town  of  Stark,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended 
December  31,  1993  we  considered  the  Town's  Internal  control 
structure  to  determine  our  auditing  procedures  for  the  purpose  of 
expressing  an  opinion  on  the  financial  statements  and  not  to 
provide  assiirance  of  the  Internal  control  structure. 

However,  during  our  audit  we  became  aware  of  the  following 
conditions  that  should  be  corrected  In  order  to  strengthen 
Internal  controls  and  operating  efficiency.  This  letter  does  not 
affect  our  report  dated  May  12,  1994  on  the  financial  statements 
of  the  Town  of  Stark,  New  Hampshire. 

Our  following  remarks  are  being  made  in  the  hope  that  they 
will  Improve  existing  procedures  and  are  in  no  way  a  criticism  of 
Town  personnel. 

1.   Classification  of  Revenue  Accounts 

Dviring  the  course  of  our  audit,  we  noted  that  some  receipts 
were  misclasslfled,  especially  for  revenue  from  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire. 

Recommendation 

Care  should  be  exercised  in  the  account  classification  of 

revenue  on  the  General  Ledger.   The  remittance  advices  from 

federal  and  state  governments  should  be  retained  by  the 

Town. 

2.   Review  Procedure  on  General  Ledger 

We  reduced  the  beginning  fund  balance  audited  by  the  prior 
auditor  due  to  misappropriation  of  funds  in  1992  by  the 
Administrative  Assistant.   She  charged  payments  to  the 
School  District  appropriation  and  various  other  expenditure 
accounts . 
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Recommendation 

Authorized  personnel  separate  from  the  Bookkeeper  should 

review  the  General  Ledger  by  comparing  It  with  the  budget 

and  prior  year's  figures ,  for  reasonableness  and  for  the 

prevention  of  errors  and  Irregularities,  If  any.  The  School 

payment  can  be  confirmed  with  the  School  District 

periodically. 

3.  Payroll  Records 

We  noted  some  errors  and  inaccuracies  in  the  payroll  records 
filed  with  the  Internal  Revenue  Service,  although  this  has 
been  Improved  somewhat  from  prior  years.  The  Town  has  been 
paying  penalties  and  interest  due  to  prior  year's 
noncompliance  with  the  IRS  regulations. 

Recommendation 

The  Town  should  prepare  more  accurate  payroll  tax  returns  to 
avoid  penalties  and  we  would  be  pleased  to  assist  the  Town 
with  preparing  the  forms  relating  to  payroll,  if  needed. 

4.  Treasurer's  Function 

The  Treasurer's  function  should  be  enhanced  in  order  to 
prevent  errors  and  irregularities  from  reoccurring  like  the 
1992  incident. 

Recommendation 

Bank  statements  should  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  who  should  review  the  bank  statement  and  cancelled 
checks  for  proper  signatures  etc.  and  prepare  the  bank 
reconciliation  on  a  timely  basis. 

5.  Tax  Collector's  Records 

During  the  course  of  our  audit,  we  noted  several 
deficiencies  In  the  previous  Tax  Collector's  records. 

1.  Discounts  were  given  30  days  after  the  bills  went  out. 
The  Town  is  required  to  give  discounts  only  to  those 
who  pay  within  the  first  14  days. 

2.  Tax  lien  costs  were  not  reported  on  the  Tax  Collector's 
report . 

3.  Cash  receipts  per  remittance  to  the  Treasurer  did  not 
agree  with  Tax  Collector's  report.  (Town  now  reconciles 
monthly) 

4.  Not  all  Yield  Tax  warrants  could  be  located. 

5.  Town  abated  old  taxes  to  clean  up  records  but  without  a 
clear  reason. 

Recommendation 

The  Town  has  a  new  Tax  Collector  who  should  be  familiar  with 

the  RSA's  pertaining  to  tax  collector  procedures.   The 

Selectmen  should  monitor  the  tax  collection  system  on  a 

regular  basis  to  ensure  that  the  proper  procedures  are  being 

followed.

Since  the  Town  had  two  Tax  Collectors  during  1994,  I 
have  shown  the  Tax  Collector's  report  in  two  parts: 
The  first  section  covers  the  period  of  January  1  - 
March  31,  1994.   The  second  section  covers  April  1  - 
December  31,  1994  --  the  latter  period  being  the  nine 
months  I  served  as  Tax  Collector. 

The  computer  software  has  the  ability  to  print  a  Tax 
Collector's  report  in  the  format  suggested  by  the 
DRA  (Department  of  Revenue  Administration) .   I  have 
elected  to  use  this  report  rather  than  try  to  combine 
the  manual  records  of  two  different  Tax  Collectors. 

Some  of  you  may  notice  a  discrepancy  between  the 
total  uncollected  taxes  in  the  second  Debit  &  Credit 
Report  ($205,284.93)  and  the  Collector  Receivables 
list  at  the  end  of  this  report  ($204,567.96).   This 
difference  of  $716.97  represents  accrued  interest  on 
the  uncollected  taxes  from  December  31,  1994  to  Janu- 
ary 4,  1995,  the  date  the  Debit  &  Credit  Report  was 
run  on  the  computer. 

I  have  thoroughly  enjoyed  being  your  Tax  Collector. 
There  has  been  much  to  learn,  but  you  have  all  been 
patient  and  extremely  helpful.   I  look  forward  to 
serving  as  your  Tax  Collector  for  many  more  years.

1994  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  ACTIVITIES 


1994  was  the  most  successful  year  to  date  for  the 
Androscoggin  Valley  Regional  Refuse  Disposal  District  and 
its  marketing  of  recyclables. 

The  Materials  Recovery  Facility  located  on  Route  110  in 
Berlin  processed  2366.50  tons  of  recyclables  for  the  period 
January  1,  1994  through  December  31,  1994  for  a  net 
marketing  revenue  of  $96,605.19.   This  is  a  46%  increase  in 
marketing  revenues  over  1993.   Materials  were  marketed  for 
the  District  by  FERCO  Recycling,  Inc.  of  Berlin. 

During  the  period  November  1,  1993  through  October  31, 
1994,  the  fiscal  accounting  year  for  municipal  solid  waste 
(MSW) ,  7835.34  tons  of  MSW  were  disposed  of  in  District 
approved  landfills  which  represents  a  1.02%  increase  over 
the  previous  year.   The  cost  of  disposing  of  this  waste  at 
a  commercial  facility  other  than  Mt.  Carberry  would  have 
been  $454,449.72.   The  District  recycling  rate  for  this 
same  period  was  39%. 

In  February  1994,  Robert  Piatt  retired  as  Administrator 
Coordinator  with  over  five  years  of  involvement  with  the 
organization  and  management  of  AVRRDD.   Sharon  Gauthier 
the  District  Administrative  Assistant  was  promoted  to  the 
position  of  Administrator/Coordinator  effective  March  1, 
1994. 

In  April  1994,  Raymond  Chagnon  of  Berlin  was  re-elected  as 
District  Chairman.   John  Normand  of  Northumberland  and 
Joanna  Fyon  of  Jefferson  were  both  re-elected  to  the 
positions  of  Vice  Chairman  and  Secretary/Treasurer 
respectively.   Other  District  Representatives  are  Clara 
Grover  of  Errol ,  Earl  Wadsworth  of  Dummer,  Bryan  Lamirande 
of  Milan,  Yves  Zornio  of  Gorham,  David  Toralinson  of 
Randolph,  Diane  Vinyard  of  Stark  and  Frederick  King  of  Coos 
County . 

In  June  1994,  the  District  conducted  its  third  annual 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Day  which  was  held  at 
the  Gorham  Town  Garage.   118  households  participated  in  the 
collection,  a  40%  increase  over  the  previous  year.   The 
project  was  funded  through  a  charge  of  50  cents  per  capita 
for  the  population  of  each  member  municipality  based  on  the 
1990  federal  census  population  count.   The  State  of  New 
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Hampshire  reimbursed  the  District  at  the  rate  of  25  cents 
per  capita  after  the  collection  was  completed. 

In  August  1994,  the  District  implemented  an  optional  office 
paper/" junk"  mail  recycling  program.   "Optional"  meaning  it 
would  not  be  part  of  a  municipal  collection  program  but 
individuals  could  deliver  their  office  paper/" junk"  mail  to 
the  Materials  Recovery  Facility  directly. 

The  District  ended  1994  with  unaudited  assets  of 
$918,342.37  which  consisted  of  the  Route  110  Materials 
Recovery  Facility,  recycling  equipment,  land,  miscellaneous 
equipment,  office  equipment,  operating  capital  and  capital 
reserve  accounts.   Liabilities  were  $525,000  which  consists 
of  longterm  debt  to  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal  Bond  Bank 
for  money  borrowed  to  build  and  equip  the  Materials 
Recovery  Facility.   This  is  a  ten  year  bond  with  the  final 
payment  due  in  August  2001.

The  Stark  School  Board  has  taken  positive  steps  to  ensure  our 
school  accreditation  and  to  improve  the  quality  of  education  for 
our  students . 

Our  accreditation  status  is  no  longer  probationary.   Since 
bringing  a  teaching  Principal  to  the  Stark  Village  School,  we  have 
removed  a  major  stumbling  block  to  complete  accreditation  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.   The  Stark  Village  School  now  has  a  part- 
time  guidance  counselor .. .another  giant  step  in  solidifying  our 
permanent  accreditation. 

The  school  now  has  three  state-of-the-art  computers,  and  our 
students  are  receiving  instruction  in  their  use.   The  cafeteria, 
in  its  second  year,  is  proving  to  be  a  wise  decision.   Our 
students  are  getting  quality  meals  with  virtually  no  chance  for 
food  contamination  due  to  temperature  variations.

The  school,  with  its  many  activities,  continues  to 
improve  and  provide  an  excellent  education  for  our  students  going 
on  to  high  school.   Those  students  already  in  high  school  are 
doing  very  well.   It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  Town  of  Stark 
provides  well  for  its  students.

The  returning  faculty/staff  are  Nancy  Spaulding,  grades 
three/four;  Annetta  McGinnis,  grades  one/two;  Elizabeth  Shulman, 
music;  Donna  Church,  speech/language;  Jeannine  Astle,  Chapter  I 
tutor;  Rae-Deanne  Hurlbutt,  classroom/ special  education  aide;  and 
Victor  Spaulding,  custodian. 

New  members  of  the  faculty/staff  are  Carol  VanValkenburg, 
Principal  and  grades  five/six;  Kathy  Chandler,  special  education/ 
kindergarten;  Michael  Axelrod,  guidance  counselor;  and  Ellen 
Pepau,  cook.   Bob  Fysh  is  our  bus  driver  this  year.   Cheryl 
Cloutier  is  our  volunteer  art  teacher,  and  Mary  Beth  Gibson 
volunteers  as  library  aide. 

Michael  Axelrod  is  Stark's  first  guidance  counselor,  spending 
one  day  a  week  with  us.   The  students  have  been  very  receptive  to 
him,  and  he  is  a  positive  change  in  the  school.   I,  Carol 
VanValkenburg,  am  the  school's  first  teaching  Principal. 

Arriving  here  after  teaching  in  Tennessee  for  five  years  was 
a  joy  since  I  had  previously  spent  eleven  years  living  in  Plymouth 
and  teaching  in  SAU  #48.   Having  earned  a  bachelor's  and  a 
master's  degree  from  Plymouth  State  College,  I  am  completing  an 
Ed.S.  degree  at  Middle  Tennessee  State  University  in  Murfreesboro, 
Tennessee . 

I  am  still  getting  to  know  the  students  and  families  in  Stark 
and  enjoying  myself  very  much.   With  input  from  faculty,  staff, 
and  the  Stark  School  Board,  I  have  written  a  new  discipline  policy 
for  the  school.   I  look  forward  to  restoring  some  of  the  old 
traditions  at  the  school  as  well  as  introducing  new.   My 
philosophy  of  education  is  that  all  students  can  learn  and  we  as 
educators  need  to  provide  a  safe,  nurturing  environment  where  they 
will  learn  academics  and  the  skills  necessary  for  living  in  a 
pluralistic  society.

These  were  given  to  all  the  residents  at  the 
Millbrook  Inn  to  share.   In  January,  the  students  will  be 
participating  in  the  St.  Jude ' s  Marathon. 

Last  fall,  Debbie  Boivin  headed  up  a  major  fundraiser  for  the 
school  which  paid  for  seven  weeks  of  ice  skating  at  Notre  Dame 
Arena  in  Berlin.   On  our  last  day,  there  were  enough  funds  for  a 
meal  of  Kentucky  fried  chicken.   In  addition,  we  have  just 
finished  the  Scholastic  Book  Fair  which  will  increase  our  library 
collection. 

An  exciting  addition  to  our  building  this  year  has  been  the 
purchase  of  three  IBM  compatible  computers.   Two  have  CD  Rom 
drives  and  one  has  a  modem.   We  have  set  up  a  computer  lab  in  the 
fifth/sixth  grade  classroom. 

In  the  fall,  the  fifth  and  sixth  grade  classes  went  to  the 
Craft  Fair  at  Fairbanks  Museum.   The  whole  school  will  be 
participating  in  four  more  museum  activities  this  year  as  well. 
In  December,  the  Hampstead  Players  presented  their  version  of  "A 
Christmas  Carol".
